Milk is the product of a perfect "ma- 


chine" created by natare. For this rea- 
son there are those who contend that it 
should be consumed as secreted, in the na- 
tural state. 
Let us consider, for a mo- 


ment, the basis for this contention. True 
enough nature has made milk, a wonder- 
ful food, delicately adjusted for nutritive 
purposes, even to the very necessary vi- 
tamines. 
But how was it intended for 


this natural food to be used? It is.evi- 
dent that in nature's scheme, milk was to 
be suckled by the young from a normal 
healthy gland. 
If this plan could be fol- 


lowed there would be no milk problem. 


Unfortunately 
the 
question of safe 


milk for our food supply is not so sim- 
ple. 
Because of the 
conditions under 


which we must live, it is necessary that 
our milk supply he drawn from the coun- 
try surrounding our cities. It is the pro- 
duct from many farms, 
collected and 


shipped to our cities for delivery to con- 
sumers. 
From production until consump- 


tion there are numberless possibilities for 
infection by disease-producing organisms, 
therefore our problem is to make milk 
safe in a practical and economical man- 
ner. 


Realizing the difficulties of preventing 


infection, and knowing that proper pas- 
teurization will destroy pathogenic or- 
ganisms, is it strange that the value of 
the process has been so universally recog- 
nized? 
The growth in pasteurization in 


this country in the last 15 years is in it- 
self evidence of appreciation of the value 
of this safeguard. 


Let us analyze the position of the advo- 


cates of raw milk who say, "We don't 
need pasteurization in our city. 
We are 


proud of our raw milk supply. 
Our in- 


spectors see that our milk is produced in 
suitable barns in the cleanest possible 
manner. It comes from tuberculin-tested 
cows, which are frequently examined for 
their physical condition. 
The utensils 


are sterilized and the milk thoroughly 
cooled. 
Furthermore, 
we watch 
this 


milk from the country to the city and our 
frequent testing shows the excellence of 
our supply. Just look at our low bacteria 
counts." 


At first thought, their position may 


seem reasonable and sound to those who 
do not have iu mind all the facts in the 
case. 
The conditions STirrounding the 


milk supply pictured above represent al- 
most exactly the situation several years 
ago, on the farms of a large company lo- 
cated near one of our largest cities. This 
company did not, at that time, believe in 
pasteurization, and contended that their 
system of inspection provided all neces- 
sary safeguards. Suddenly, however, an 
epidemic of septic sore throat occurred in 
the city which was traced to this com- 
pany handling a very high grade of in- 
spected raw milk. This epidemic, one of 
the first of its kind in this country, result- 
ed in over 2,000 cases and about 50 
deaths. This merely illustrates how sani- 
tary inspection alone failed to safeguard 
the milk supply. Other epidemics of sep- 
tic sore throat have occurred in other cities 
since that-time but, never has one been 
traced to properly pasteurized milk. 


Where, then, is the weakness in the 


position of the advocates of raw milk? 
Sanitary inspection is necessary, for it 
provides for a clean milk, produced and 
handled under controlled conditions. 


The advocates of pasteurization insist 


upon such inspection but they realize that 
an additional and final safeguard, proper 
pasteurization, is also necessary. 


The lack of consideration of the possi- 


bilities of the infection of milk accounts 
for the weakness in the argument tlmt 
pasteurization is unnecessary. 
Without 


a complete understanding of the sources 


of infection to which milk is likely to be 
subjected it is impossible to appreciate 
the value of pasteurization. 


Certain diseases have been transmitted 


through milk and epidemics have been 
numerous. In guarding against them we 
must know whether the cow or man is re- 
sponsible for the infection. 
To the cow 


we may lay blame for tuberculosis, septic 
sore throat and diphtheria. The two lat- 
ter diseases are merely transmitted by 
the cow after the udder has been infected 
by human beings. To man we must blame 
epidemics of typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, and septic sore throat. Now 
then, milk produced from properly tuber- 
culin tested herds under high grade sani- 
tary conditions would be considered safe- 
guarded against the transmission of bo- 
vine tuberculosis but no adequate protec- 
tion against the other diseases from man 
would be guaranteed. 


How can this be when milk is produced 


under clean conditions and perfectly han- 
dled? This is largely answered In- ''car- 
riers" or by persons handling milk who 
have cases of unrecognized disease. The 
term "carrier" is used to designate per- 
sons who carry disease producing bac- 
teria. 
In the case of diphtheria, carriers 


harbor diphtheria germs and discharge 
them from the nose and throat. Persons 
may become carriers after having the 
disease or may become infected by other 
carriers. 
Typhoid carriers discharge ty- 


phoid bacilli in their feces and urine and 
are particularly dangerous because from 
2 to i per cent of the persons who have 
had typhoid fever continue to discharge 
typhoid bacilli. Less is known about sep- 
tic sore throat but the disease has. in some 
cases, been traced from the infected con- 
sumer through a milk supply to an infect- 
ed milker. 
Undoubtedly the streptococ- 


cus causing the disease is often carried in 
the throat of apparently normal individ- 
uals. 


Besides direct infection of the milk, 


impure water supplies and flies are dan- 
gerous conveyors, particularly for the 
diseases* which may be blamed to man. 
Wafer polluted with discharges from a ty- 
phoid patient can be responsible for a 
serious epidemic through contamination 
of dairy utensils with which milk comes 
in contact, and flies carrying infectious 
material of diseases of man are a constant 
and serious menace. 


Is it possible to prevent the transmis- 


sion of disease through the milk supply 
without proper pasteurization? 
Granting 


that the tuberculin testing of herds can 
prevent danger from bovine tuberculosis, 
what about the danger from the diseases 
from man ? The prevention of the trans- 
mission of tuberculosis affords no protec- 
tion against other diseases, and medical 
inspection of all persons engaged in han- 
dling the milk supply is therefore the 
only protection left. 
Medical inspection 


and a clean bill of health for every milk 
handler on every farm, at every receiving 
station._ at every city plant—is thus possi 
ble. It is not. At special farms, producing 
special milk, this may be possible but for 
the milk supply of the city it is beyond 
reason. 
Even if it were practical to ex- 


amine every man it could not be done with 
sufficient regularity to make the plan ef- 
fective. 


These are the facts recognized by the 


advocates of proper pasteurization. 'They 
want sanitary inspection and milk from 
tuberculin tested herds, but they know 
the need for the final safeguard, pas- 
teurization. 
This process of heating milk 


to 145 degrees Fahrenheit for 30 minutes 
destroys the organisms which have made 
and may make milk dangerous. The ul- 
timate safeguard for our milk supplies is 
proper pasteurization, and no valid objec- 
tion can be voted against it.
